Boreau. Pluming and Heating Indugtrleg, decUres that “the prenent condU 
tion, If carried far enough, will bring wages of plumbers to such a hisii 
|Hilnl that the public will ceaM to buy-^^ ^ 


Mandard plumbing, and wilt either 
Hi.'tpcnae with it or will buy the cheap 
ir<M»d!< furnished by the mhil order 
housrn and will have them installed 
by a common pi pettier 1 without the 
tiflvantagea of sanitary ikill.“ 

Neither Mr, Bowman nor the em« 
(iloyCrs he represents caN oni snap 
ab<)ut the “public" bat aye only In* 
t«*rrated In keeping down the wages 
of the workers so that the profits may 
Im> inefrased. That they are going 
almut this ip organised,, mass fashion 
ran he seen' from the plan drawn Up 
for the educational director of the 
hoaaes. The director is charged with 
the instruction and training of the 
Spprentices all over the pountry. The 
plan c<intemplates* three months pre* 
employment training in the public 
vocational schools before the appren* 
tires are put to work, puring the 
second and third years, the appren* 
lice is obliged' to attend public even* 
ing school not less than 100 -hours a 
year. It is understood that a very 
capable craftsman can be turned nut 
in that course of time, one who wiy 
he able ‘to be placed th competition 
with the organized trades ‘unionists 
in that industry. 

The Association Tile Manufacturers 
also have a national apprentice sys- 
tem in elTert and it is estimated that 
hundreds have l»een taken into the 
trade in I he last year. The brick 
i^nufacturers and mason contractors 
are now sponsoring a pationwide 
bricklaying training plan under the 
leadership of a national director. 

Reports from scores of cities indi- 
cate that there Is ■ widespread effort 
to provide training for young work- 
ers who are to enter the building 
crafts. 

In New York, MiSs Mary K. Cole- 
man, executive secretary of the New 
York building congress apprentice- 
ship commission, reports that the 
lioard of education is co-operating 
with them to the utmost and hns set 
aside $20,000 for the current fiscal 
year to be used for teachers* salaries. 
“Working boys; who are forced out 
•of school, are enabled to round out 
their education and nt the same time 
arb .paid by the employer during the 
first year of their apprenticeship one- 
half the hourly rate for the number 
of hours spent in the school. The 
program is a sound, practical one and 
there is no doubt that It z^lll be 
fcueeessful." 

Reports of the industrial relations 
riimmlttee of the PhiVadelphia Cham- 
Imt of Commerce and experiences ip 
Chicago, and San Francisco wUh 
apprentices shows the number of ap- 
prentices far exceeds the capacity to 
train them. It is significant that 
lv»th in Chlcagi» and San Francisco 
the building trades unions are being 
split and broken bv the contractors. 
In ('hicago by the I^indis' award and 
In the coast city by the activities of 
the open shoppers of the Merchante* 
and Manufacturers* Assnriatiorl 
The situation In the building trades 
Is typical of all the other Industries 
in which young workers are being 
eni|doye<l more and more. Jhe organ- 
imi workers ‘must take into con- 
sMeration the. growth of the l^outh.

The Young Workers League, of 
America is tailing upon the young 
Workers to enter the trade unions In 
their industries in order that they 
may light by the side of the adult 
workers for better conditions of 
work and f6r union control. The 
league, which is an organization of 
young workers whose purpose is to 
get the youth into the fight of the 
workers against the boss, also calls 
upon the organized workers to make 
an organized drive to get the youth 
into the trades unions and to admit 
them on equal terms with lower 
initiation fees in accord with their 
ability to pay. 

The program of the league pro- 
vides for a solution of the dangers 
presented in the typical example of 
the present building trades situation. 
It stands for a two years appren- 
ticeship, including the probation 
period; fur strict supervision of 
apprenticeship by working class or- 
ganizations such as the labor unions 
or shop councils, and for shop voca- 
tinnal training for all young workers 
up to the age of 18, the setting up 
of apprentice departments in all 
places of work, the departments to 
be eontroUed by the labor uniona with 
full wages to Iw paid -the young 
workers at union rate of wages.

Children Starving 
in Gary Because of 
Low Workers’ Wages 

.W'ASHINGTON. — Astounding per- 
centages of under-nourishment and 
physical defects were found In a 
group of 0,015 young children of 
Gary, Indiana, according to an of- 
flrial report just released by the 
Children's Bureau of the United 
States Department of I^bor. 

The results of the study, called 
"Children of F*reschool Ago in Gary," 
show that only 25 of the children 
examined, less thin half of one per 
cent. w»re not fortunate enough to 
have the so-callefi A diet, which calls 
for the most elementary, foods neces- 
sary for children, such as milk, whole 
cereal ond fruit or vegetable daily, 
an inexp<‘nsivp diet. 

Only eight and one half per cent 
of the children had even a B diet, 

Which is even less than the minimum 

foods In A, three .times that many i j i j 

had a C diet, while nearly two thlrdsj^,„j2 *3" 

«n International board of 
arbitration to go over the authenticity 
of the letter.

Knowing %-ery well that 
his attempt to discredit the .Soviet 
government and the Communists In 
this Country will not l»e received with 
the same belief that it inight have 
had three years ago, he remains dis- 
creetly silent, thus confessing himself 
and the administration he represents 
as cowardly, craven forgers.

This Is not all, for over 
2 per cent of the children live on. the 
absolutely starving diet E, 5 limes 
more than tho><e having the A diet. 

“Milk is not the only desirable food 
which was little used," the^ report 
slates, “since vegetables, fruits, 
cereals and eggs were likewise con- 
spicuously lacking. The extreme 
poverty of the diets i.s further shown 
by the fact that nearly half (45,5 
per cent > of them lark(>d as many as 
four of the foods usually Included in 
a child’s diet." 

Of the children vxnmine<l physl 
caily. only 4.8 per cent showH no 
defects at al!. Most of the others had 
decayiKl teCth or Imuip defects due to 
an insufficient diet. 

The children under examination 
are all children of workers, of course, 
and it is significant to mde that child 
mortglity in Gary is In the direct pro 
|)ortion»to the wages received by the 
workers. Gary has the highest child 
death .rale in the country and among 
the likwest paid workers. The lower 
the wages paid to any particular sec- 
tion of workers, the higher the per- 
centage of children that die, the over- 
whelming majority of them because 
of lack of medical care -and under 
nourishment.

more and more with Ihe capitalists 
and Isd raying the workers who had 
put th*’ir trust in them. He, together 
W'ith Ihe lenders of the mmmunists 
organiwsi in the Spartacus Bund 
l<4*sa Luxemburg. l,eo Jngiches, Franz 
•Mehrlng and others. M a revolt 
against the traitorous soHnlist g»»v 
erumeni at Ihe beginning of the year 
ll*l!».

Contact between the young | 
negro and white worker is what the 
capitalist class endeavors to prevent 
at all costs, because they know that 
by contact they will understand each 
other and learn that alt people are 
the san>e regardless of race or color. | 
The above statements account for 
the separate achools. separate com- 
partments in street cars, railwhy 
coaches, halls and places of amuse- 
ment in the southern states for negro 
and white workers. 

By these metho<ls the ruling class 
of the south cUnninglv convey the 
ideo to the white workers that the 
negro workers are their Inferiors, 
and are not 6t to associate with the 
white workers. The white workers 
are flattered and imagine that they 
are better than the negro workers 
and it is a Jact that people who 
imagine themselves superior do not 
fraternise with those whom they con- 
sider their inferiors. 

Altho the weparnte schools and 
“Jim Crow” cars do not exist in the 
northern states, revertheless the rul- 
ing class bsrs other means to convey 
this same blea to. the white workers, 
such as the Ku Kiux Klan, editorials 
in the capitalist papers stating how 
Inferior , negroes are’ to the whites 
and other subtle methods. 

The majority of the wblto workers 
ha\e inhaled this poi.sqn gas propa- 
ganda of their white ' ruling class, 
altho it. is ohviouAU)nt the children 
of the rapitali.'itS do not .attend the 
same schools or otherwise mix with 
the ji'oung white Workers, nor do the 
capitalists themselves fratendte with 
white workers. j 

The whites are badly, in need of I 
the kind Af education which the 
Young Workers licague is trying to 
disseminate to them. The negro also 
needs somr, though I am sure that 
the negro is more willing to extend 
his hand of comradeship to the white 
worker Iha.i Ihe average white 
worker Is witting to lictept bis.

Karl 
Liebknocht and Rom Loxomborf word dUcovorod and arroatod at 9:80 in 
the avcninir by ^ittaen'a guarda ^ahd without any order of arreat axiatinf 
againat them, the ware conducted to the Eden Hotel, tho headquartera of the 
Garde Kavallerib Schuetaen Divtaion (Horae Qaarda). 

According .to an official atatemcnt iaaued on January 16th, Uebkuecht 
waa **ahot whllat attemptiag tb eaMpe,** and Rom Ltpaemburg waa Ijmcheid 
by a large .mob. **The ofliceira entruated with their tranaport were not g^lty.** 
From atatementa made at the trial, however, the mprdera took ploM In the 
following way: 

The courtyard before the hotel wm 
completely einpty but .for a- few 
troopeva of the HorM Ooarda who 
iitood around. Karl Liebknecht waa 
led from the hotel to a araiting auto* 
rnobile. Trooper Runge of the HorM

At a -point 
where a completely dart footpath led 
the way into theMleptha of the Tler- 
garten, the automobile waa atopperl, 
allegadly by a defect, and Llchknedht, 
who waa itlll very weak from tha 
hlowa In hla head wae aelied whether 
he fcH atrong enough to walk,. He 
waa aupported by two men, one on 
the right hand and tha other on the 
left. Two men walked before him 
and two behind, all armed with 
cocker! platoia and hanri grenadea. A 
few minutes latir I.lebknecht waa 
shot. It wai> atatetl that he attempt* 
fld to escape. Captaiii von Pflugk- 
HartUng flreU the flrut ehot. After 
the deed tha automobile was once 
again in working onler. The bffleera 
aitempterl to remove, the Iracen of the 
crime by delivering UebkhechCa dea<l 
body an that of an unknown man. 

When Rosa l.uxembure was led 
thru the main entrance of the hotel, 
the same Hunge atood nt the rioor. 
Captain Petri had given the order 
that Luxemburg ahould not arrive liv- 
ing at the priaon, and Runge atriick 
Vr twice on the head ao that ahe fell. 
The sound of the Idowa W'aa e.ven 
heard Inalde lhe hotel. ' l.leutenont 
Yogel, the lea«ler of Ihn eacort. did 
nothing to prevent the attack. Some 
ora bundled Uoaa l.uxemburg- Into 
the car. A man aat to the right and 
anothei' to the left and with them 
waa Vogel. When the car moved off, 
a n|an Jumped on It from the 
and struck her a further blow on the 
head with -aomethlng hafrl. On . the 
way l.ieutonant Vogel shot her thru 
head, her body moved eonvulalvely 
knd collapaed. ThO car apcrl along 
between the Landwehr ('ahal and 
Zoological Gardena, the atreetn were 
empty, but near the cann! atoo<l a 
group of aohllera. The automobile 
drew up, and the aoldlera took the 
iwly an<l threw it inUf the eankl on 
the order or Vogel. 

The aoelely of murtterrra, on Ita 
<rlum, had Itaejf photographed at a 
ilrinking bout held the same night. 

For weeks nothing waa done In the 
matter. The government left the in-. 
veatiKUtioh in the handa of the divl- 
alon to which the murderera belongeji. 
The memhera of the Workera Council. 
Uuaeh and Struve, who were after* 
uar<la drawn into the Inveatlgatlon, 
pmpoaed a number of arreata, includ* 
Ing. capecially the eacort of l.leb- 
knecht. and when theae propoaala 
were rejected, they realgncil from the 
romndaalon of enquiry (document of 
the memhera of the Central and r.x* 
ecutlve Council, January 31, 1919). 

Uunge received falae papers from 
l.leulenant Liepmann and waa trana- 
ferrbil to another part'; then he fl^» 
and for aome time he coUld not be 
found. In the middle of 'April he waa 
arreate<l. Lieutenant Vogel waa ar- 
teated o<r February 20th and on May 
Hlh a trial before of court martial 
opefied. , , 

Five dava oefore the opening of 
tho trial. Dr. GrahowakI and Captain 
"ahat hod provided a paaapOrt for 


Liatitenant thru the police 

headquartera of Berlin and tha paaa* 
port section of the foreign olAce for 
HoUand, On May 14th, the last day of 
tha trial, Member of Parliament C^hn 
reported thla fact to the War Minis* 
tar Rainhsrd and Co tho Mlnistarial 
Liraetor Rauichtr; deapite this, Vogal 
escaped from- prison' on May 7th and 
with the aaaiatance of (^tain Jan* 
Mnfl fled to Holland. (Tha murder 
of Karl Llebknocht and Rom Luxem- 
burg. Publiabing house of tha Frei- 
hfit.) Runge later made a confession 
W'hich completely reversed the version 
given at thc'trial. This was reported 
tq Noske and the national military 
court op January 6th, 1920. The con- 
fession states: 

' **After the delivery of Liebknecht 
and Luxemburg I received Imme- 
diately from several officers and ser- 
geant-majors that the prisoners 
should not leava the Eden Hotel liv- 
ing, With regard to LieMinecht. I 
had the strictest oniers to beat this 
scoundrel down with my rifle butt 
when he left the hotel. I was new 
and could not recogniia tho oflicers. 
but I MW afterwards that most of 
them vrere apiong the accuseii. With 
regard to Luxemburg, officers came 
to me and said, "you are ordered to 
see to it that l.uxemburg does not 
leave the hotel alive. Remember 
that." (^aptqin von Pflugk-Hartung 
wrote down my hame and said to me. 
“She will be 1^ to you by Lieutenant 
Vogel, so that you need onjy beat . . ." 
(which I did). WhM Die- others re- 
turne^l, they boaste<l 'that they had 
"shown Liebknecht." A defect in the 
mechanism had been pretended so that 
the flight w’as ertiflcally arranged. 
This was repeated to me in the Jail 
by Lieutenant von Rietgen. 

"The investigation has been a 
comedy. I siwke repeatedly in pri- 
vate with Joerns. of the War* Trials 
Council, and he said to me: "Re calm, 
take everything on your shoulders, it 
will only be four months and after- 
wards you can always address your- 
self to us when you are In neeil." 
The cell doors were always open. All 
the accused playe^l the part of Judges

and I had to play the .accused, anil I 
was told and continually reminded 
that, unless 1 eorteckly learned my 


statements, I would And a hand gre- 
nade in my be«l one night when I 
went to sleep. I w*as in frequent 
telephone connection with the dlvi* 
eionat staff at the Kden Hotel. 1 was 
to inform it exactly, before my flight 
by what train I was to go to Flens* 
burg and when. I wouhl arrive there."

The firm had soma bad stort 
on hand and tha boss wCnt and picked 
on girls who were unsuitable for him, 
thoM who ware too bttia to rebel, 
about 18 of them in all. Then tha 
boas makes the remark that they are 
to taka the bail stock and make good 
ribbons of tbam, and all this on star- 
yation (contract) wages from 7% to 
10 c4nts per yaH, besides working 9 
hours a day and 2 overtime almost 
every day. And thb machlnf ia in 
such tarrible shape that it is bound 
to break any moment and spoil the 
proiiuctjon of the silk ribbons. 

Then Anally the girls beinin to de- 
mand better wages for a decent liv- 
ing. But the boss could never* be 
found in the oflice, and one day when 
he was there and the girls asked him 
for a raise, he angrily replie<l ta 
them, "Well, If you girls don’t want 
to work for what you get, then go 
home, and stay the hell home for 
good.”

Children Bruttlly Exploited In 
Horae Shoe Co. 

CataMugva, Pa. 

Dear Comrades. 

This town has *a. population of 
about 4,000, about 80 ^r cent of 
whom are foreigners. The capitalists 
of this town are brutally exploiting 
the children of the adult workers in 
every angle of the industries. 

But the flcrcresl of all Is the Bry- 
den Horseshoe Works with about 8 
to 400 workers employed there. There 
are also about 100 school chihlirn 
working there averaging from 9 to 
16 years of age, with an average psy 
of 16 cents an hour at 10 hours a (lay. 

Just imagine what they had to 
work on when, rtey used pinch-tongs 
to roll bars for horse shoes. The 
boss makes tpesc children drag the 
redhot rolled flat bars, hare hands 
trembling with fear at burning them. 
At breathing time they dip their 
hands in water. 

This shows how (he Catasaugt 
capitalists are observing the local 
school law'S for children's education, 
especially the state child labor law-s 
in general. Catasugua Is a place 
where children hav^ no protection 
whatever. W'hatever occurs to them 
at their work they suffer themselvea. 
So you see how much respect Is paid 
to the workers’ child in this capital- 
ist system.

The other night when I 
was coming home from w'ork, a >*oung 
kid fresh out from the old country 
asked me for 26 cents to get a meal.

Even 
lately, when It was disnivered that Forbes, director of the 
Veteran’s Burnu, was using his high ofllce to help his political 
and flnanctal friends |ln pluck ripe melons of graH from the 
business of "rehabilltilting the returned heroes." It remained a 
discovery and nothing, has yet been done about It.
